STATEMENTS 
DO NOT AGREE 


Railroad Officials Say Freight 


Is Being Moved. 


STRIKERS 
OENY ASSERTION 


Claim That Shipment* Received 
by 


Railroad* 
Are 
Simply 
Placed 
in 


Storehouse* and Are Not Moved to 


Their Destination— Efforts Are Be­ 


ing Made to Have the Dispute A r­ 


bitrated. 


St. Paul, Dec. 4.—Statements abso­ 
lutely contradictory in every detail 
were issued by both sides involved in 
the switchmen’s strike. The railroad 
officials continue to assert that they 
are gaining ground and are handling 
treight, while the strike leaders de­ 
clare that the blockade generally is 
as effectual as on the first day of the 
strike. 
From all indications no mat­ 
ter which side believes it holds the 
whip hand the opinion is that the 
present situation cannot last long, 
that the railroads or the striking 
switchmen must confess defeat within 
a few days. 
Shippers are receiving and sending 
out shipments from the Twin Cities’ 
yards. 
That statement from officials 
is backed by shippers, but, on the 
other hand, President Frank T. Haw­ 
ley of the Switchmen’s union of North 
America declared positively; 
“The shippers and others who have 
business with cars can verify 
my 
statement that the railroads are not 
moving any freight” 
Railroad officials assert that they 
are handling cars, while the strikers 
say that the shipments are simply be­ 
ing placed in the storehouses and not 
moved. 
An official of a railroad em­ 
ployes’ order declared, however, that 
the switch engines seen moving brisk­ 
ly in the yards are performing a lot 
of false movements. 
But the ship­ 
pers say that they are getting receipts 
for the shipments they deliver at the 
warehouses and 
they “believe that 
the roads are taking them out,” as it 
was expressed by a big shipper.

Efforts to Arbitrate Dispute. 
Efforts are being made in certain 
quarters to have the dispute arbi­ 
trated, but no definite steps towards 
that end have been taken, as far as 
can be learned. 
President 
Hawley 
was In conference with some Minne­ 
apolis business men, but he would not 
divulge the nature of the meeting. He 
said that he was bound to secrecy. 
The president of the union contin­ 
ues in his attitude that he will not 
submit to arbitration; that the men 
bailotted against it when the strike 
vote was taken and they have vigor­ 
ously opposed the plan at meetings 
held since the strike. 
The railroad

say that they asked the 
switchmen 
to arbitrate

strike and they certainly will not do 
so now. They assert that they already 
have the strikers beaten and that 
they do not 
have to listen to pro­ 
posals of settlement with the switch­ 
men at this stage of the fight.

Davis Declares Congress Will

Washington, Dec. 4.—“There will be 
tariff legislation at this session of con­ 
gress, and while the schedules will not 
be opened up as a whole, there will be 
corrective legislation In the direction 


of making the measure more accept­ 
able to the people,” said Representa­ 
tive Davis of Minnesota, who bas ar­ 
rived here for the session. 


"I was much criticised at home 
when I predicted at the close of the 
special session last summer that thoro 
would be further tariff legislation at 
this congress. 
There 
are 
several 
schedules which must be amended. 
rJ lie wool schedule, which the pres; 
dent described as the one so strongly 
entrenched 
that 
it 
was 
scarcely 
touched in the revision, is among 
those that must be reopened. 
“Under the rules the scope of the 
revision tan easily be restricted, and 
that it will be undertaken cannot be 
doubted in view of the sentiment 
among the people as re ported by moni­ 
tors crrivirg for the session. 
“The situ a tio n that Speaker Can­ 
non may sa’, o the bouse tor his party 
by announcing at the close of the com­ 
ing session that he will not again be 
a candidate for the speakership is not 
sufficient, in my judgment. 
He must 
resign the speakership this season if 
he wants to end the agitation which 
is directed against him, and which is 
so strong that unless quieted will re­ 
sult in the overthrow of Cannon and 
the Cannon coterie, carrying with it 
possibly the election of a Democratic 
house. The people are not in a mood 
to accept Cannon’s word.” 
Mr. Davis’ belief that the tariff will 
be revised at this session is not 
shared by many people in Washington.

Washington, Dec. 4.—Warning the 
government that it might be com­ 
pelled to buy them back at an in­ 
creased cost, Secretary Meyer of the 
navy department, in his annual report 
to the president, recommended the 
retention for the present of all the | 
navyyards owned by the government. 
He would have the government wait 
until the completion of the Panama 
canal before closing any of the yards 
on the Southern coast. 
Two big battleships of the all big 
gun class are recommended by the 
secretary, as well as a repair ship. 
He makes it plain in his report that 
he is opposed, except occasionally as j 
a check on cost, to the construction 
of battleships at government yards 
and to the limitation of the construc­ 
tion of only one battleship by any one 
shipbuilding concern. 
Estimates 
for the coming 
fiscal 
year were included in the report. They 
are more than $10,000,000 less than 
the total amount appropriated for the 
present fiscal year. 
The secretary says that the senior 
officers of the navy are too old. 
He 
wants some new legislation on the 
subject. He says that he is preparing 
recommendations on the matter and 
will submit them to the president 
shortly. 
Recommendations for the legal es­ 
tablishment of a naval reserve of offi­ 
cers and men will also soon be sub­ 
mitted to President Taft. 
Recom­ 
mendations In regard to the develop­ 
ment of a naval militia are also prom­ 
ised. 
Secretary Meyer reviews and ex­ 
plains in detail his proposed plan for 
the reorganization of the navy depart­ 
ment and navyyards and asks 
for 
such legislation as may be needed to 
carry it into effect.

Jeffries-Johnson 
Championship 
Fight 


W ill Be Held. 
New York, Dec. 4.—The Jeffries- 
Johnson light for the heavyweight 
championship of the world will be 
fought either in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
or in the vicinity of San Francisco on 
July 4 next. 
Final articles for a forty­ 
five round contest were signed by the 
principals in a hotel at Hoboken, N. J. 
Neither bf the contestants, according 
to the articles, is to engage in any box­ 
ing contests before the date of the big 
fight. This effectively eliminates the 
possibility of Johnson meeting Lang 
ford or Jeffries fighting Kaufman be­ 
tween now and then. 
Both, it is fur­ 
ther stipulated, 
must enter active 
training at least ninety days before 
the fight. 
Five-ounce gloves are to be 
used, and the contest shall be gov­ 
erned by straight Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, while the referee Is to be 
selected at least sixty days before the 
contest. 
If Jeffries, Johnson and “Tex” Rick­ 
ard and John J. Gleason, the two last 
named the successful bidders, cannot 
agree on a referee, Jeffries and John­ 
son are each to select two men, and 
from these four Rickard and Gleason 
are to make any selection they desire. 
Jeffries and Johnson have each de­ 
posited $10,000 as a forfeit to the pro­ 
moters if they fail to appear, while 
Rickard and Gleason have deposited 
$20,000 to stand as a forfeit in case 
they fail to stage the fight and to apply 
on the purse of $101,000 offered.

RECALL OF MINISTER 


CHARLES R. CRANE 


Due to Fake Interview Pub­ 


lished in Japan. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—Accepting as 
true statements contained in a letter 
received in Washington from a news­ 
paper correspondent now in Japan, 
who is vouched for as a man of hign 
character, considerable light is thrown 
on the reasons that led to the action 
of Secretary of State Knox in forcing 
the resignation of Charles R. Crane of 
Chicago from the office of minister to 
China. 
Officially Secretary Knox based his 
action against Mr. Crane on the sole 
ground that the latter had been re­ 
sponsible for a newspaper publication 
purporting to tell the attitude which 
the United States would assume to­ 
ward Cnina and Japan on account of 
the treaties negotiated between these 
countries by which Japan was given 
exclusive railroad and mining privi­ 
leges in Manchuria. 
In his telegram to Mr. Crane recall­ 
ing him to Washington from San 
Francisco, Mr. Knox said that Mr. 
Crane was accused of having been re­ 
sponsible for “canards” published in 
the United States and Japan. 
According to the letter received here 
from the correspondent now in Japan 
the newspaper article which brought 
about Mr. Crane’s downfall as a diplo­ 
mat was cabled to a Japanese news­ 
paper as an interview with Mr. Crane 
two days after the original publication 
in this country. 
The original publication did not 
quote Mr. Crane or indicate that he 
was in any way responsible for the in 
formation contained in it.

congress and the state legislatures, 
the passage of such law s as will ben­ 
efit the health of the people. 
His 
mission is to bring to every commun­ 
ity the knowledge that the health of 
that com munity depends upon itself, 
and to make each 
individual feel 
that it is bis duty to know and prac­ 
tice methods of sanitation such as 
will reduce sickness and death to a 
minimum. 
Dr. McCormack 
knows 
whereof be speaks and when he tells 
us that more than one third of tile 
entire death rate of the nation 
is 
caused 
by diseases which can and 
should be prevented, it is time for 
each of us to stop and think and ask 
of ourselves what we can do about 
it. 
. 
The two most violent diseases and 
to w hich he calls special attention 
as being unnecessary, and capable 
of being wiped out by proper sanita­ 
tion, are tuberculosis 
and typhoid 
fever. 
The 
doctor’s 
figures 
are 
startling. 
Here are some of them: 
That out of an average of 1,500,000 
deaths annually, one third, or 500,- 
000 need not occur. 
T hat 150,00 of 
these die of tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever claim s 50,000 more, all need­ 
less, and a toll to w rong living, want 
of cleanliness and improper methods 
of sanitation. 
In the face of such 
facts as these it seems almost crim­ 
inal to be indifferent. 
We think of 
the Civil war as the great scourge of 
the nation, but in every year twice 
as m any die of ignorance 
as were 
killed on both sides by bullets in the 
whole five years. 
And yet we take 
no heed and the death rate goes on. 
Thoughtful men are beginning to 
realize the necessity of a National 
Health Department, 
w here 
these 
facts may be recorded and kept be­ 
fore the public. 
In the larger cities 
of the state the fight for life has al­ 
ready begun. 
Why may 
not 
the 
smaller 
cities 
begin? 
Why 
not 
Brainerd? 
The scope of the work 
is large and can only be accomplished 
by united effort, but if each one will 
feel a personal responsibility in this 
matter; if the fathers and mothers 
can be made to realize 
that 
they 
them selves, and not the physicians. 
have the health of their children in

Nebraska Man Alao Muat Pay Thair 
Pinta. 
St. Paul, Dec. 4.—Bartlett Richards, 
president of the Nebraska Land and 
Feeding company; Will O. Comstock, 
vice president of the same concern, 
and Charles C. Jameson, the secretary 
and treasurer, with a number of others 
who were interested In land frauds 
against the government, will have to 
serve Jail sentences ranging from six 
months to one year and pay fines of 
from $500 to $1,500, according to the 
opinion in the case handed down in 
St. Paul by the United States circuit 
court of appeals. 
The cases are two in number, al­ 
though they are similar in nature, and 
came to the appellate court from the 
Tinted States district court for Ne­ 
braska. 
The opinion was written by 
Judge Hook, Judge Sanborn concur­ 
ring and Judge Phillips dissenting, 
and confirms the verdict of the lower 
court. 
These cases and several others of a 
similar nature, in which some of the 
same defendants were involved, have 
attracted wide attention, in that they 
illustrate the persistent fight which 
has been made by the government to 
prevent the illegal seizing of public 
lands by corporations, and the equally 
stubborn fight made by various con­ 
cerns to escape the penalties when the 
practice was proven against them. 
The decisions handed down are final 
in the case, as no appeal to the Unit­ 
ed States supreme court will lie.

Mexico Applauded Intervention. 
It is known that Mexico has ap­ 
plauded American intervention in Nic- 
arauga and it is not unlikely that the 
diplomatic representatives of the two 
neighbor nations already are working 
out a plan for extending this interven­ 
tion to all four of the offending stales 
and along systematic lines. 
If the United States and Mexico 
would step in and put dictators and 
their vassals in these countries to 
flight, reorganize the 
governments, 
guarantee peace and ample protection 
to lives and property, hold fair elec­ 
tions and start the wheels of adminis­ 
tration turning in new and clean 
grooves—if the big powers would do 
all these things—a new era of peace 
and prosperity would open before the 
four benighted realms, it is believed. 
The scheme involves concerted ac­ 
tion on the part of America and Mexi­ 
co by which troops of the two nations 
would be landed in Nicaragua and 
Guatemala, the custom houses seized 
and the armies of the two diminutive 
states disarmed and replaced by con­ 
stabulary commanded by American 
and Mexican army officers. 
Under the protection of such a force 
elections then would be held, the aim 
being Lo-give the citizens of the repub­ 
lics the first fair elections they ever 
have known. 
The occupation by the 
joint powers would continue until a 
stable government had been estab­ 
lished in each of the chaotic republics.

In addition to this it was reported 
that any attempt that Zelaya might 
make to escape from 
the country 
would receive the direct and vigorous 
attention of the American warships 
now lying off the coasts of Nicaragua. 
Secretary Knox’s note intimated in 
the plainest language that the state 
department looks upon Zelaya as the 
man responsible for the torture and 
death of the two Americans, Groce 
and Cannon.
